Foreword 

Most of these crosses are from very popular 
varieties and may have your approval. Others 
are from new Sports and Seedlings that are 
fine and should prove valuable as parents. 

Growing Seed 

To grow successfully, Glad Seed can be 
planted in frames or open beds after danger 
of frost has past. The soil should be a good 
open garden or compost soil that is mellow. 

Plant seed by broadcasting or in rows that 
can be close together and cover seed either with 
soil or sand three-fourths inch deep. We use 
sterilized soil and sand that has been made so 
by Steam or Larvacide. 

Keep partially shaded and on the moist side 
as long as the seedlings are in good health. You 
should have bulbs from one-fourth to three- 
fourths inch at the end of the first season. Some 
of these will flower the next season and we feel 
sure you will be pleased with the new colors and 
forms from our seeds. We use the same seed 
and will plant those that are left.

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inch flowerhead. Foliage broad, upright, and 
healthy. Bulb is excellent; bulblet germination 
very good; nearly always 100 per cent. Pro- 
duction just about heavy.

Simplicity of Use — A continuous spray 1s 
maintained for close work, such as on estates 
or truck farms. By simply turning the nozzle to 
the 45-foot stream, one man can reach the top 
of tall trees. In the narrow walks of a green- 
house a man can work freely because the tank 
is carried conveniently on his back. Two straps 
distribute the light weight evenly over both 
shoulders, leaving the operator’s hands and arms 
free. This enables the operator to do other work 
without removing sprayer from back. Either the 
mist or the 45-foot stream can be sprayed up, 
down or sidewise without the operator changing 
position. 


All Kinds of Chemicals—Oiul, gasoline, kero- 
sene, whitewash, cold water paint, etc., can be 
used without affecting the synthetic rubber pis- 
ton or non-corrosive brass parts. Five gallons of 
any fluid is kept well mixed by the same up-and- 
down pumping action of the lever arm that 
produces the spray.
